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The Trend of Business 


IN THE UNITED STATES 

Business Activity for the 4 weeks ending April 16 was 
down fractionally from the previous 4 weeks but was 1 
per cent above the corresponding period in 1948 according 
to the New York Times Business Activity index. 

Freight Car Loadings for the same 4-week period were 
up 5 per cent from the previous 4 weeks and 2 per cent 
from the corresponding period of 1948, but for the first 
quarter months of the year were 7 per cent below the 
same period last year. 

Bank Debits outside New York City were up 8 per cent 
in March from February, 3 per cent from March, 1948 
and for the first quarter of the year were 2 per cent above 
the same period last year. 

Life Insurance Sales were up 17 per cent in March from 
February and 8 per cent from March, 1948, but for the 
first quarter of the year were 2 per cent below the same 
period last year. 

Industrial Production as measured by the Federal Re- 
serve Board index was down 2 per cent in March from 
February, 4 per cent from March, 1948, and 2 per cent for 
the first quarter of the year from 
the same period last year. 

Electric Power Production was 
up 8 per cent in March from 
February, 5 per cent from March, 
1948, and 5 per cent for the first 
quarter of the year from the 
same period last year. 

Bituminous Coal Production 
dropped 26 per cent in March 
from February, 5 per cent from 
March, 1948 and for the first 
quarter of the year was 12 per 
cent below last year. 


Steel Production was up 1 per 
cent in March from February, 
10 per cent from March, 1948 and 
10 per cent for the first quarter 
of the year as compared with last 
year. The steel industry operated 
at 108 per cent of estimated 
normal capacity in March. 

Pig Iron Production was up 11 
per cent in March from Feb- 
ruary, 16 per cent from March, 
1948 and 11 per cent for the first 
quarter of the year as compared 
with last year. 

Construction Activity as measured by the value of con- 
tracts awarded was up 32 per cent in March from Feb- 
ruary, 8 per cent from March, 1948, but for the first 
quarter of the year was 9 per cent below last year. As 
compared with March, 1948 residential construction was 
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Bank Debits in 16 Ohio cities were up 5 per cent in 
March from February, 1 per cent from March, 1948 and 
for the first quarter of the year were 3 per cent above 
last year. 

Agricultural Income was up 11 per cent in March from 
February, but was 11 per cent below March, 1948 and for 
the first quarter of the year was 12 per cent below last 
year. 

Electric Power Production dropped 5 per cent in March 
from February, but was 6 per cent above March, 1948 
and for the first quarter of the year was 8 per cent above 
last year. 

Bituminous Coal Production dropped 33 per cent in 
March from February, but was 1 per cent above March, 
1948. For the first quarter of the year, however, produc- 
tion was 13 per cent below last year. 

Retail Sales of independent stores were up 16 per cent 
in March from February, but were 4 per cent below 
March, 1948 and for the first quarter of the year were 3 
per cent below last year. 


Independent Store Sales were 
up 24 per cent in March from 
February, but were 9 per cent 
below March, 1948 and for the 
first quarter of the year were 3 
per cent below last year. 


Dyers and Cleaners Sales were 
up 32 per cent in March from 
February, but were 11 per cent 
below March, 1948 and for the 
first quarter of the year were 7 
per cent below last year. 


New Passenger Car Registra- 
tions in 40 Ohio counties were up 
52 per cent in March from Feb- 
ruary, 16 per cent from March, 
1948 and for the first quarter of 
the year were 1 per cent above 
last year. New Truck registra- 
tions in the same counties were up 
51 per cent in March from Feb- 
ruary, but were down 27 per cent 
from March, 1948 and for the first 
quarter of the year were down 22 
per cent below last year. Used 
car registrations in 33 Ohio coun- 
ties were up 87 per cent in March 
from February, 57 per cent from 
March, 1948 and 26 per cent for the first quarter of the 
year from the same period last year. 

Construction Activity as measured by the value of con- 
tracts awarded was up 52 per cent in March from Feb- 
ruary, 53 per cent from March, 1948 and for the first 
quarter of the year was 14 per cent above last year.

down 9 per cent but non-residential construction was 
up 82 per cent and public works and utilities con- 
struction was up 3 per cent. For the first quarter of 
the year as compared with last year residential con- 
struction was down 19 per cent and public works and 
utilities construction, 11 per cent, but non-residential 
construction was up 1 per cent. 

Retail Sales of independent dealers were up 22 
per cent in March from February, but were 5 per 
cent below March, 1948 and for the first quarter of 
the year were 4 per cent below last year. 

Department Stores Sales were up 12 per cent in 
March from February, but were 11 per cent below 
March, 1948 and for the first quarter of the year 
were 5 per cent below last year. 

Commodity Prices at wholesale were up fraction- 
ally in March from February, but were 2 per cent 
below March, 1948 and for the first quarter of the 
year were 2 per cent below last year. 

Food Prices at retail were up 1 per cent in March 
from February, but were fractionally below March, 
1948 and for the first quarter of the year were 2 
per cent below last year. 

Department Store Prices dropped fractionally in 
March from February, but were fractionally above 
March, 1948 and for the first quarter of the year 
were 1 per cent above last year.

Trade and Public Utilities Employment was up 1 per 
cent in March from February, but was 1 per cent below 
March, 1948 and for the first quarter of the year was 
fractionally below the same period last year. Pay rolls 
were up 2 per cent in March from February, 6 per cent 
from March, 1948 and 6 per cent for the first quarter of 
the year from last year. Man-hours worked were up 1 
per cent in March from February, but were 4 per cent 
below March, 1948 and for the first quarter of the year 
were down 4 per cent from last year. 

Construction Employment was up 2 per cent in March 
from February, but was 11 per cent below March, 1948 and 
for the first quarter of the year was 11 per cent below last 
year. Pay rolls dropped 6 per cent in March from Feb- 
ruary, 11 per cent from March, 1948 and for the first quar- 
ter of the year were 7 per cent below last year.

Total employment decreased 2 per cent and total 
pay rolls decreased 4 per cent in March from Feb- 
ruary. Manufacturing employment decreased 10 per 
cent during the first quarter of 1949 from the first 
quarter of 1948, but nonmanufacturing employment 
increased 19 per cent, bringing the total employment 
to a decrease of 1 per cent. 

Bank debits increased 6 per cent in March from 
February and were 2 per cent greater in the first 
quarter of 1949 from 1948.
